TYPES OF CONSTRUCTION — 

WATERTABLE CONSTRUCTION — All cabins can be erected using 
a grooved and beveled 2x6 base plate. The finished height of 
exterior walls using this type of construction is 

SIMPLIFIED CONSTRUCTION — All cabins con be erected in o 
simpler manner by eliminating the work of setting the water- 
table and splining the log walls into it. Using this method results 
in a finished wall height of 7'-6'^ 

Details of both types of construction ore shown on bock cover. 

FOUNDATION — The company will furnish foundation plans to 
suit the type of foundation selected for the cabin (i.e. full base- 
ment, crawl space, separate piers, or concrete slobs), os well os 
for the type of wall construction ordered (i.e. wotertoble or 
simplified). 

BASIC DECK — 

FLOOR JOISTS spaced 16"' o.c. of sufficient size to withstand o 
live load of 40 pounds per square foot. 

JOIST HEADERS and double end joists furnished to form closed in 
box construction. 

WALL PLATES of 2 x 6 material furnished. 

FLOORING of 1 X 4 Hemlock or Douglas Fir, "D" or Better Grade 
furnished to cover entire deck area. 

BRIDGING of 1 X 3 softwood furnished. 

TRIM of Sterling Grade White Pine furnished for perimeter of 
deck. 

DECK EXTRAS See. price sheet for costs. 

WOOD BEAM built-up of 2" material for the center of crawl space 
or basement models. If cabin is to be built on piers three beams 
are required. 

SUB-FLOOR ASSEMBLY consisting of 1x12 shlplop or V 2 " fir 
plyscord can be furnished for laying as a first floor if a double 
floor is desired. Felt paper to lay between the two layers of 
flooring is also included. 

HARDWOOD FLOORING Select Oak Flooring can be fur- 

nished in place of softwood flooring. This must be used on o 
subfloor so that the subfloor price extra must also be added. 

BASIC SHELL — 

EXTERIOR WALLS AND GABLE ENDS are made of special white 
cedar cabin half logs, which have been dressed to a smooth sur- 
face on the interior face. These together with extra heavy splines 
are factory assembled into easy to handle panels. The extra deep 
grooves in the half logs are liberally caulked before assembly to 
insure weathertightness. All logs and splines are immersed in 
a special log oil and varnish preparation before assembly. 

EXTERIOR WINDOWS AND DOORS are factory fit and frames are 
caulked and splined into log openings. Windows are standard 
13/8" swing in casements, except picture windows, where shown, 
are of crystal fixed glass with single casements on each side. 
Exterior doors are 134" glazed white pine sash doors. 


HARDWARE for all exterior doors and windows is furnished for 
field application. 

ROOF ASSEMBLY is completely factory pre-cut and consists of 
rafters of sufficient size and spacing to withstand a live load 
of 15 pounds per square foat. Rafter spacers, collar ties, wall to 
wall ties are furnished as shown on plans. Roof sheathing of 
1x12 white pine shiplap is furnished pre-cut to cover the entire 
roof area. Asphalt shingles of 215 pound per square quality and 
15 pound felt are included. Sterling white pine facia and eave 
trim are furnished in lineal feet. 

SHELL EXTRAS — See price list for costs. 

KNOTTI PINE GABLES built up in sections of double wall vertical 
boards can be supplied if desired in place of log gables. 

CEILING JOISTS 16" o.c. of 2 x 6 material can be furnished if 
full ceiling is desired. This must be ordered if ceiling paneling is 
ordered. 

DOUBLE HUNG WEATHERSTRIPPED WINDOWS can be factory in- 
stalled to replace standard casement sash if desired. 

BASIC PARTITIONS AND TRIM — 

PARTITIONS are furnished in double faced knotti pine paneling 
3/4" thick for assembly into specially grooved 2 x 3 -top and bot- 
tom plates. 

INTERIOR DOORS AND FRAMES - Where shown on plans interior 
doors are factory built batten type knotti pine. Door jambs are 
specially groaved to receive the knotti pine paneling. 

HARDWARE for interior doors furnished loose for field application. 

RUNNING TRIM consisting of base moulding, top plate moulding 
and chair rail furnished in round edged knotti pine. 

PARTITION AND TRIM EXTRAS — See price list for costs. 

HEAVY PARTITIONS of IVa" knotti pine paneling set in 2x4 
grooved top and bottom plates can be furnished and is recom- 
mended for use in larger cabins. 

DOUBLE EXTERIOR WALL CONSTRUCTION for cabins to be used 
for year around occupancy in colder climates is recommended. 
This consists of wood furring strips, felt paper and Wa" knotti 
pine paneling for the exterior walls of the cabin. Exterior door 
and window trim are also included. 

CEILING PANELING of Va" knotti pine and ceiling moulding can 
be ordered if desired. Ceiling joists listed as an extra to Basic 
Shell must also be included. 

BALCONY ASSEMBLY consists of joists, single softwood floor and 
balcony railing. This covers the kitchen and bedroom area and 
leaves the living room area open to the rafters. Due to limited 
head room, balconies are not recommended in cabins less than 
20' wide. Be sure to order a balcony stairway or ladder with the 
balcony. 

OTHER EXTRAS are listed at the bottom of the price list to make 
your cabin more convenient and comfortable. Be sure to look 
them over before ordering.

This plan, as well as The Huron, The 
Tecumseh and The Superior has been de- 
signed as a result of a persistant demand 
for low cost, compact, economical cottages 
which can be converted to year-around 
homes. 

The Wyandotte combines a maximum 
amount of space devoted to living quar- 
ters with two large Bedrooms, ample and 
well lighted Breakfast Nook or Dining 
area and convenient closets all in a small 
quality home. 

Universal floor plan sizes always refer 
to inside dimensions. Thus when we say 
32 X 24 or 32 x 26 we mean from wall to 
wall inside the building. Prints furnished 
with each home show all dimensions very 
clearly. 
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If a rustic log cabin home appeals to you, 
this size and room arrangement affords space 
enough for year-around living. Window and 
door frames are designed so that the owner 
can add insulation, economizing by doing 
the work himself. 

Double floors with insulation beneath 
should be ordered for winter living in cold 
climates if no basement is contemplated. 

Insulation should also be added between 
the rafters or over the first floor ceiling if the 
living room is paneled above. 

Breezeways and garages are low in cost 
and blend beautifully with the cabin proper. 
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PLAN "A" 

The Tecumseh is designed for living. Both 
plans hove ample living quarters, large 
roomy closets well placed, and may be easily 
adapted for balcony, where additional stor- 
age or children's bedroom is available or for 
full or partial basement with access from 
utility room.

All exterior logs, splines, and water table 
are submerged in a bath of varnish seal and 
preservative for twenty minutes rendering 
them impervious to moisture and termite 
resistant.
